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Report of Superintendent of Schvols 


Members of the School Board of Groton: 


I have the pleasure to submit, herewith, my ninth annual report of 
tae conditions existing in the schools of the town of Groton. 


There are nine teachers employed by the town this year-three in 
the high school, four in the graded school and two in rural schools. 
This is one less than last year as the Plummer School has been closed 
and the pupils are being transported to the village. The same teachers 
were retained with the exception of the high school where twochanges 
were made. 


The teachers have been helping to secure equipment this year by 
raising money and through personal contributions. Several sets of text 
books which were needed have been secured in this manner. 


Teachers’ salaries have been reduced this year. The total amount 
of salaries this year will be $8151 as compared with $10050 last year, 
a difference of $1899. Part of this was due to there being one less 
teacher and the remainder was due to reductions in salaries. 


The State Board of Education has changed the regulations regard- 
ing the further certification of teachers so that teachers will have to at- 
tend summer school more often. 


Two rural schools are being maintained this year. There have 
been 14 pupils enrolled in the South School--9 from Topsham and 5 
from Groton. The arrangement whereby Topsham pays one half the 
expenses has been continued. This help with the state rebates makes 
it possible to maintain the school at small expense. 


A new set of maps was secured for the South School. The teacher 
and community raised over ten dollors and State aid was secured to 
pay practically all the balance. At Westville a considerable community 
fund has been raised and plans are under way to secure some new 
slate blackboards and to make some other improvements. This will be 
done through the community fund and state aid at practically no ex- 
pense to the town, After this year there may be no more state aid 
available for improvement of rural schools. | 


The percent attendance for the Fall term is 95-9. Some of the best 
records are Westville 98.8, Grammar 97-8, Second Primary 97.6. The 
attendance has been good with very few cases of truancy reported. 
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Standard intelligence and achievement testsindicate that the pupils 
as a whole are making satisfactory progress. Some pupils are not doing 
satisfactory work due to defective vision and absence caused by de- 
fective teeth. Some are undernourished and some do not get the 
proper amount of sleep. All these causes contribute to poor school 
work and result in a waste of time, effort and money. An effort is be- 
ing made to work with individual pupils in order to have all pupils 
make some progress if possible and thus reduce the amount of retard- 
ation. 


There were 87 pupils enrolled in the highschool for the Fall term. 
Of this number 30 are tuition pupils. This is the largest enrollment in 
the history of the school and the largest number of tuition pupils. 
By alternation of courses it has been possible to offer a large number 
of courses. Each teacher carries a heavy teaching load, more than 
should be carried. Very few high schools with three teachers offer as 
many different courses. Typing, household arts, agriculture, business 
mathematics are some of the extra courses which are being given to 
help pupils who are not preparing especially for college. 


Teachers’ salaries in the high school are $1015 less than last year. 
Subtracting from this amount the $426 Federal aid on agriculture 
which is not received this year, the total is $589 less than last year. 


For those who are interested in the cost of maintaining the high 
school the following figures, based on the present school year, are 
given:

Net cost to the town of maintaining the high school $657. 


At present there are 57 Groton pupils. The net cost of paying 
tuition for these would be $55 per pupil ora total of $3135. Tuition 
is now $75 and the state rebates $20 per pupil on the present Grand 
List. In addition if the pupil left town there would be the extra cost of 
transportation or board for the parents to pay. At present the high 
school pupils buy their books and supplies. 
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Due to the fact that the legislature did not appropriate enough 
money to permit the state to fulfill its obligations to the local schools 
the town has not received its state rebates in full the past two years. 
Following are the amounts received, amounts due and not paid for the 
school years ending June 30, 1931 and June 30, 1932.

The town is supposed to receive twenty dollars on each resident 
high school pupil. The town is rebated three dollars per week on one 
rural teacher and four dollars per week on the other. The rebate on 
supervision depends on the number of teachers in the town and in the 
district. The cost to the town for supervision this year will be approx- 
imately $245. The town is rebated on the basis of twenty dollars for 
each pupil transported for a full school year. 


The amount of bonus depends on whatthe town raises and expends 
from local funds. A town raising and expending not less than one 
dollar and seventy-five cents on a dollar of its Grand List receives 
fifteen per cent additional state aid reckoned on the total amount of 
State aid. A town raising and expending one dollar and fifty cents 
would receive ten per cent additional. : 


There were 211 pupils enrolled for the Fall term. Of this number 
39 were residents of other towns leaving a total of 172 Groton pupils. 
The enrollment by schools: High School 87, Westville 26, Intermediate 
26, Second Primary 21, Grammar 20, Primary 17, South 14. There 
have been eight additional pupils enrolled so far during the Winter 
term. 


The village P. T. A. has been doing good work. They are financing 
the work of a music teacher for the graded school. A typewriter and a 
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dictionary have been secured for the high school and some very good 
programs have been put on. 


Several school laws are not fully understood by some parents. A 
child who is not six years of age on or before the first day of January 
of any school. year is nota legal pupil. Pupils who become sixteen 
years of age during the school year and wishto withdraw must complete 
the term in which they are enrolled. If a pupil’s attendance is very ir- 
regular due to poor health or if a parent wishes to withdraw a child 
from school because of his physical condition, the parent must secure 
a statement or certificate from a doctor and present it to the teacher 
or superintendent. A pupil who is continually tardy without an excuse 
- may be reported to the truant officer. 


Parents occasionally refuse to sign report cards. Signing the card 
does not mean that the parent approves the grades given. It simply 
is evidence that the parent has inspected the report. If the report is 
not satisfactory the parent should sign it and consult the teacher. 


The Bible is being read and the importance of good character and 
of good citizenship is being stressed in the schools. 


Teachers are sometimes criticised for sending pupils home when 
they know or suspect them to be afflicted with lice or vermin or any 
communicable disease of any description. The teachers are only com- 
plying with school regulations, relating to communicable diseases, of 
the Vermont State Board of Health. The law also provides that when 
no physician is in attendance the head of the family shall at once noti- 
fy the Health Officer by mail or telephone of the occurrence of a*com- 
municable disease in their household. 


In conclusion I wish to thank parents, teachers and directors for 
the co-operation that Ihave received and for thesupport that they have 
given the schools.
